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Havana, May 18.—Two almost sim­ 
ultaneous 
explosions 
of 
dynamite 
supposed to consist of 3,000 pounds 
completely demolished the rural gunr 
d barracks in the city of Pinar Del 
Rio this afternoon. Fully a hundred 
persons were killed and nearly as 
many were wounded. 
Most of the dead were rural guards 
but the entire families of several of 
the officers of the rural guard, it is 
reported, were killed also, as well a s1 
several employes of the public works 
department 
and 
residentes 
af 
the 


j city, on which fell a deluge of mas­ 
onry and debris from the blown-up 
building. 
It is not known yet whether the 
explosion was the resudt of an ac­ 
cident or was due to an act of con­ 
spiracy. But the former hypothesis 
is considered the more probable. Sev­ 
eral relief trains carrying surgeons, 
officei s and men of the rural guard 
and Government officials started this 
afternoon from Havana to the scene 
of the catastrophe, which is 108 miles 
distant. 
The names of the dead have not 
yet been reported, with the exception 
of Capt. Alfredo Ravena and Capt. 
Gaspar Betancourt of the garrison 
and their families, who are believed 
to be buried in the ruins of the of­ 
ficer’s quarters adjacent to the bar­ 
racks^ 
The barracks was a massive build­ 
ing of Spanish construction and occu­ 
pied an eminence in the outskirts of 
the city to the north. During the late 
intervention it was the headquarters 
of Col. Parke ’s regiment, the Eleven­ 
th Cavalry. Adjacent to the barracks 
was a long row of officers* quarter^. 
Recently the barracks was occupied 
by the publis works department and 
four troops of rural cavalry. 
In consequence of the alarm over 
race 
disturbances, the Government 
ordered all deposits of dynamite in 
the viciniety in the posesslon of con 
tractors for road construction and 
other public work to be removed

This afternoon the work of removing 
the dynamite from the barracks for 
shipment to the Government maga- 
zins in Havana was begun by em­ 
ployes o f the public works depart­ 
ment, assisted by rural guards 
They 
were 
engaged 
in 
loading 
cases of the dynamite of wagons 
when a teriffic explosion occurred, 
instantly folowed by another, strew­ 
ing the central court in which the 
work was going on wieth dead and 
wounded. The whole massive barracks 
building was destroyed, the adjacent 
ows of officer*' kuarters were de­ 
molished, and 
the whole northern 
section of the city was deluged with 
a torrent of fragments of masonry. 
The explosion occurred a 5 o’clock, 
a few seconds before the men would 
have quit work. and It is generall 
believed that the first resulted from 
the accidental fall of a box of dyna­ 
mite which had been lifted on a 
wagon. It is impossible, however, to 
determine absolutely the cause, for 
the reason that all in the immediate 
vicinity were blown to fragments. It 
is believed 
the 
majority 
of 
the 
wounded are residents of the town. 
as practically all within the barracks 
were instantly killed or buried in the 
ruins. 
The work of exhuming the dead 
and searching for those who may 
still live is going on tonight, but it 
is greatly retarded by the destruction 
of the electric light wires and the 
fear that a quantity of unexploded 
dynamite remains in the ruins 
According to reports received here 
the mangled remains of victims were 
found in the streets of the city a mile 
from 
the 
scene 
of the explosion. 
There is great anxiety in Havana, 
owing to the fact that a large num­ 
ber of the Rural Garrison at Pinar 
del 
Rio 
recently 
were sent 
from 
this city, where their families reside. 
Gen. Monteague, commanded of the 
rural guard, left tonight for Pinar 
del Rio with a strong force, to ren 
der all possible aid.

BILL ENTITLED—AX ACT. 
Proposing an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of the Stats of Oklahoma, 
in compliance with the suggestions 
and provisions of Senate Bill No.

UNCLE SAM STOPS 
BOMBIROMENT OF CITY 


GUNS TRAINED OX BLUEFIELD; 
WOMEN AXD CHIDDEN LEAV­ 
ING CITY; II. S. STEPS IX 


New Orleans, La., May IS.—A ca­ 
blegram to the Texas News Service 
Bureau via Galveston, from Blue­ 
ness, Nicaragua, this morning states: 
‘‘Having outwitted the Madriz navy, 
which has been seeking the vessel 
for the purpose of ramming and sink­ 
ing her the cruder Venus. manned 
by the Estrado forces, arrived off this 
port last night. 
The cruiser is pre­ 
paring to bombard the city. 
“The women and children are be­ 
ing sent inland. Officers of the vessel, 
which was fitted out at New Orleans 
recently, will demand the unconditi­ 
onal surrender of the city within 
twenty-four hours. 
“The local autrorities today peti­ 
tioned for permission to communicate 
with Madriz. 
“The Venus is training her guns to­ 
ward the city. Residents are terror 
stricken. General Chavarrie is now 
bombarding Rema, the fall of which 
is momentarily expected.” 


STEIMER SINKS 
WITH 150 ON BURO 


Panic Among Passengers—Other Boat 
to the Rescue—All Saved. 
Kansas City, Mo., May 18.—Panic 
stricken by th r realization that they 
were on a sinking steamer 150 pas­ 
sengers, men, women and children, 
struggled and fought madly to es­ 
cape from the 
excursion 
steamer 
Uncle Sam when it struck a sandbar 
and capsized in the Missouri river 
near here Wednesday afternoon, and 
only the coolness of the boat’s crew 
prevented loss of life. 
The accident occurred in midstream 
where the river is wide and deep. 
The steamer was attempting to turn 
round and while backing down the 
river with the rapid current, struck 
the large sand bar squarely, crush­ 
ing in the entire right side of the 
boat. 
The boat filled swiftly and men and 
women 
began 
to 
scream, 
“She’s 
sinking; she is sinking.” Instantly the 
officers and crew found themselves 
in the midst of a struggling mass 
of humanity. 
The boat was headed for the shore 
but before arriving there it sank 
on one side, submerging half the deck 
A few people jumped overboard, but 
as the water was shallow', they were 
rescued without difficulty. Officers of 
the 
government 
steamer 
Missouri, 
seeing the plight of the Uncle Sam 
rushed their boat to the rescue. The 
crew* of the excursion boat found it 
impossible to make use of its life 
boats. 
- - , 
Officers of the Uncle Sam were bad­ 
ly frightened for fear that the boil­ 
ers of the boat would explode be­ 
fore the passengers were landed. The 
rapid filling of the null, with water, 
cooled the boilers and probably pre­ 
vented an explosion. 
In less than ten minutes after the 
boat sank every passenger was safe­ 
ly on the shore.

Macon, Mo., May 18.—-The Macon 
circuit court says that a person w’ho

“Jesse James" bombarded Johnson 
with kicks until the ma nbecame un­ 
conscious. Johnson sued for $10,000 
and the company made the claim that 
it had settled for $328. In the argu­ 
ment on the demurrer, the defense of­ 
fered a searching analysis of “esse 
James” which tended to show that 
the mule bore an unblemished repu­ 
tation barring this incident.

DEFENDS COMBINES 


President of Yale Addresses a Con* 
mention at Gordon J a bilee of 
the University of California. 


Berkley, Calif., May 18—The fol­ 
lowing is an extract from an address 
of President Hadley of Yale here yes­ 
terday: 
“It is this vast mass of varied bus­ 
iness to be done which constitutes 
the chief danger to modern demo­ 
cratic government. The people, under 
existing conditions, are brought face 
to face with a 
difficult 
alternative. 
If, in the desire to secure efficiency, 
they leave the business of government 
to the experts, democracy dies of dry 
r o t If, in the desire to maintain the 
old democratic conditions, they try 
to do everything themselves, it re­ 
sults sometimes in efficient business 
and sometimes in violence and anar­ 
chy. 
It is commonly said that wealth 
and particularly concentrated wealth, 
is fatal to democracy. This is, I am 
convinced, a very inadequate con­ 
ception, either of the source of dang­ 
er or of the task and duty which 
lie before those who would prevent 
i t 
“The large combinations of capital 
are not in any -true sense the cause 
or 
dangers 
and 
difficulties 
today. 
*^hey 
are 
symptoms 
rather 
than 
causes—indications 
that 
population 
has become so large and society so 
complex that their needs have out­ 
grown the framework which sufficed 
for the older and simpler conditions. 
Under these circumstances, it is ab­ 
solutely necessary to separate the 
problem s of the 
people 
from 
the 
problems of the experts and to man­ 
age each group in its own proper 
way. 
“The thing that makes the politi­ 
cal situation serious is that a num­ 
ber of public questions of a kind not 
exactly foreseen by the fram ers of 
the constitution come into the fore­ 
ground : questions where we need the 
advice of specialists, and where the 
particular specialists who occupy our 
judicial offices, however great their 
training and high their character, 
have not always the specific training 
which will qualify them to decide 
these questions wisely. 
“We must,” he said in conclusion, 
"educate the people up to the point 
where they will be content to leave 
some things to specialists.”

The. accident occurred In midstream 


where the river is wide and deep. 
The steamer was attempting to turn 
round and while backing down the 
river with the1 rapid current, struck 
the large sand bar squarely, crush- 
ing In the entire right side of the 
boat. 


The boat filled swiftly and men and 


women 
began* to 
scream, 
"She's 


sinking; she is sinking." Instantly the 
officers and crew found themselves 
in the midst of a struggling mass 
of humanity 
* „ 


The boat was headed for the shore 


but before arriving . there it sank 
on one side, submerging half the deck 
A few people jumped overboard, but 
as the water was shallow, they were 
rescued without difficulty. Officers of 
the 
government steamer 
Missouri, 


seeing the plight of the Uncle Sam 
rushed their boat to the rescue. The 
crew of the excursion boat found it 
impossible to make use of Its life 
boats 


Officers of the Uncle Sam were bad- 


ly frightened for fear that the boil- 
ers of the boat would explode be- 
fore the passengers were landed. The 
rapid filling of the null, with water 
cooled the boilers and probably pre- 
vented an explosion. 


In less than ten minutes .'after the 


boat sank every passenger was safe- 
ly on the shore.
